QUESTION 


. We revert to the question of 
inoculation of dogs because 
there appears to be a diversity 
of view on the point whether 
the cost of such inoculation, - if 
made compulsory, should be 
borne by the Government or by 
individual dog-owners, - The 
point is subsidiary to the main 
issue, which is that every possi- 
ble precaution should be taken 
to protect the public from the 
danger of possibly rabid dogs, 
From the standpoint that every

‘ger, there is much to be said for

sure necessitated, by the mere 
fact that he owns a dog. There 
is also the further point: that 
the Inoculation fee, applied in- 
dividually, would not amount to 
a hardship, whereas for the 
Government . to assume the 
whole burden would mean a con- 
siderable, though not burden- 
some,. outlay of public funds.
